Mr Ramzan, a former Lea¬ 
sowes High pupil, said: 
“What happened to 
Christina felt really close to 
us.” 

Phillip Simelane, 22, of 
Walsall, is charged with 
murder. 

Asbestos bill 
is extra £lm 

DEALING with asbestos 
found on the site of 
Sandwell’s proposed super 
hospital will cost an extra 
£lm. 

It was thought that £1.8m 
would cover the cost of 
demolishing buildings on 
the site, off Grove Lane, 
Smethwick. But the cost will 
now be closer to £2.8m. 

“We’re frustrated to find 
things are in a worse condi¬ 
tion than we initially 
thought,” said a spokes¬ 
woman. 

But she said the overall 
£370m cost included money 
to cater for unforseen cir¬ 
cumstances. 


300 STAFF ON THE 
MOVE AT COUNCIL 


HUNDREDS of staff at Sandwell 
Council’s children’s services depart¬ 
ment are on the move as part of a 
scheme which will cut down on office 
costs. 

The 300 workers are part of around 1,000 council 
staff relocating under plans to streamline operations, 
which will save more than £2 million a year. The 
authority must make savings of £100m by 2017. 


Council chiefs have 
already completed the first 
stage of their office accom¬ 
modation strategy, under 
which workers were relo¬ 
cated from four sites in West 
Bromwich to save on rent 
and business rates, which 
are paid to Government, as 
well as utility bills. 

Those changes saw 400 
workers move into Sandwell 
Council House and will save 
£1.5m a year. 

A further phase was 
approved in January. 

This will see staff move 
out of Crystal House in 
Oldbury by 2014 and out of 
the rear part of Smethwick 
Council House to enable 
development. 

It is hoped the changes 
will bring staff together, 
promote flexible working 
and cut office costs. 

Managers 

The latest changes will 
affect around 300 staff. 

The looked-after children 
team is the first to move, 
transferring to a new home 
at Sandwell Council House 
in Oldbury from The Hollies 
in Smethwick. 

The family placements 
and children with disabili¬ 
ties teams and senior man¬ 
agers will this week follow 
their lead and move to the 
Council House from Crystal 
House in Smethwick. 

Care management will 
also move to The Hollies 
next week, while early years 
will move out of Crystal 
House to Coneygre Family 
Centre in Tipton on April 4.

Meanwhile the referral 
and assessment team will 
switch from Crystal House 
to Metsec House in Oldbury 
on April 11. 

The team for looked-after 
young people aged 13 and 
over will remain at The 
Hollies. 

The moves are part of a 
drive to reduce the amount 
of council office space and 
encourage what is known as 
“agile working”. 

Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for children 
and families Councillor Bob 
Badham said: “Agile 

working operates across 
many areas of the council so 
staff can work at different 
desks and buildings. 

Councillor Badham said 
there were obvious financial 
and productivity benefits to 
these moves. 

But they would also give 
staff far greater flexibility in 
terms of managing their 
workloads. 

Staff have already been 
moved out of the municipal 
buildings in Rowley Regis as 
well as Development House, 
Shaftesbury House and 
Environment House. 

By the end of 2014, the 
council will have vacated 
eight of its larger office 
buildings, which will lead to 
the relocation of about 1,000 
staff and help the authority 
tighten its belt in the face of 
making savings of £75m by 
2015.

CAMPAIGNERS protesting 
against an £18 million 
retirement village have 
called a public meeting to 
voice their fears. 

The protesters in Cradley 
say the council failed to 
reveal a covenant protecting 
the area. 

Planning approval has 
been sealed for the 120- 
home extra care housing 
scheme on the former 
Cradley High School site 
next to Homer Hill Park. 

But the park’s friends 
group has demanded 
answers from Dudley 
Council over claims that the 
authority failed to highlight 
the covenant protecting 
parkland from development. 

They say plans to reopen 
an access road running 
alongside the park to service 
the housing site would con¬ 
stitute a change of use and 
force a planning rethink. 

Councillor Tracy Wood 
has dismissed the claim 
saying the planning permis¬ 
sion did comply with the 
covenant, and Dudley 
Council leader, Councillor 
David Sparks, is expected to 
attend a meeting to talk to 
residents. 

Homer Hill Park was 
created after Benjamin Hod- 
getts, a businessman and 
chainmaker, helped pur¬ 
chase the land in 1920. 

A Cradley area commu¬ 
nity forum meeting is on 
March 27 at Providence 
Church, in Windmill Hill, 
Cradley, starting at 7pm. 

Food group 
in £7m loss 

THE 2 Sisters Food Group 
revealed losses of more than 
£7 million. 

Parent company, West 
Bromwich-based Boparan 
Holdings, reported total 
sales of £626.5 million for 
the 13 weeks to the end of 
January. 

But profits were hit by the 
falling pound and the impact 
of restructuring costs. 

The firm, which has bases 
in Smethwick and Wolver¬ 
hampton, said it feared a fall 
in sales of ready meals with 
beef in the wake of the 
horsemeat scandal.

No progress made in 
schools' repair scheme

REPAIRS to crumbling schools 
in Sandwell, the rest of the 
Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire are being held up by a 
lack of private investment. 

The Department for Education 
unveiled its Priority Schools Building 
programme last May as a scaled-down 
version of the Building Schools for the 
Future programme, which was axed 
after it was deemed too expensive. 

However it has now been revealed the 
department has yet to secure private 
investment to help fund work in 219 of 
the 261 projects in the five-year pro¬ 
gramme. 

Schools affected in the West Midlands 
include Edward the Elder Primary 
School and Wood End Primary School, 
both in Wednesfield, Wolverhampton 
and Harvills Hawthorn Primary School, 
The Phoenix Collegiate Academy and 
Hall Green Primary School which are all 
in Sandwell. 

Gnosall St Lawrence Primary School, 
in Gnosall, Staffordshire, is also 
involved. 

Cancelled 

When the scheme was announced it 
was thought work would begin immedi¬ 
ately, but the Government now says it is 
looking to the bond market to raise 
money for renovations. 

Labour MP for West Bromwich East 
Tom Watson said schools did not yet 
know if they would have enough money 
for a full rebuild or “just a lick of paint” 
- 10 months after the programme was 
unveiled. 

Mr Watson added: “Michael Gove’s 
Priority Schools Building programme - 
which is a fraction of the money he dis¬ 
gracefully axed from Sandwell schools 
when he cancelled the Building Schools 
for the Future programme in 2010 - has 
made no progress.” 

In total, 587 schools in England 
applied to the Government for money 
and last May just under half were told 
their bids were successful. 

Department for Education spokes¬ 
woman Leigh Dowd stressed all of the 
school revamps would be carried out 
within the programme’s original five- 
year time frame. 

Sandwell was one authority to have its 
Building schools for the Future scheme 
axed. It meant missing out on £138m 
funding for nine schools. 


AN academy in Cradley Heath is 
offering pupils the chance to 
master the skills inspired by 
American crime dramas such as 
CSI: Crime Scene Investigation. 

From September, Ormiston 
Forge Academy will offer a BTEC 
in forensic science to its sixth form 
students. 

The course will cover criminal 
psychology, police and forensic 
procedures, and lessons will take 
place in science labs with field 
trips to crime scenes and working 
laboratories. 

Students will also learn about 


genetics, forensic fire analysis, 
human physiology, forensic pho¬ 
tography, health and safety, labo¬ 
ratory management, criminology, 
psychology, chemistry and forensic 
analysis techniques. 

Maria Mincher, director of 
science at the academy in Wrights 
Lane, said: “This course forms an 
excellent base for employment in 
the science industry as well as a 
route into university if taken 
alongside other science A-levels. 

“This is a subject that provides 
real-world skills and opportunities 
for work including blood splatter 


technicians, crime scene investiga¬ 
tors, DNA analysts and many 
other forensic roles. It’s important 
for our students to know that they 
are able to achieve anything they 
want, even careers they may only 
have had experience of on Ameri¬ 
can TV shows.” 

Principal Andrew Burns added: 
“This is another example of Forge 
Academy being at the cusp of inno¬ 
vative learning and teaching.” 

Ormiston Forge Academy 
opened in January 2012. It was 
previously known as Heathfields 
High School. 


Help is 
needed 
for town 
parade 

ORGANISERS of a St 
George’s Day parade have 
issued a rallying call for 
fundraising for this year’s 
event, as it emerged just half 
of the money needed to hold 
the event has been raised. 

The annual march 
attracts around 20,000 
people and this year will 
take place through West 
Bromwich on April 21.

Although fundraising got 
off to a successful start fol¬ 
lowing last year’s parade, 
Mark Cowles of the Stone 
Cross St George Association 
which organises the event 
said it had slowed in recent 
months.

Funding 
for schools 
‘too small' 

GOVERNMENT funding to 
tackle outdated buildings 
and deal with the baby boom 
is not enough to tackle the 
numbers of pupil places 
needed in Sandwell, educa¬ 
tion chiefs say. 

The Department for Edu¬ 
cation has told schools from 
April they will be able to use 
three separate pots; one 
paid to councils for mainte¬ 
nance, another covering the 
next two financial years for 
extra places and a third pot 
paid directly to schools. 

Sandwell received £4.91m 
for small projects and larger 
repairs and £7.87m for extra 
school places. 

Councillor Bob Badham, 
education chief, said that 
amount was not enough to 
tackle the borough’s baby 
boom, which it is feared 
could create the need for 
1,000 extra pupil places 
every year. 


Karl's challenge will see him return to Iraq

BLACK Country war hero Karl Hinett 
will be returning to Iraq in an epic chal¬ 
lenge to mark the 10th anniversary of 
when he was horrifically injured in the 
country. 

The soldier turned fundraiser will be 
taking on a 5,000km running challenge 
dubbed Back 2 Iraq 2015 in two years 
time, which will see him run across 
Europe, Turkey and back to the Middle 
East. 

He admitted it would be an emo¬ 


tional return to the country where he 
was badly burned after his armoured 
vehicle was bombed in Iraq in 2005 
while he was serving in the Army. 

Karl, who was a private with the 
Staffordshire Regiment, suffered 
severe burns to his hands, legs, arms 
and face, his injuries so bad he had to 
painstakingly learn to walk again. But 
he battled back to compete in dozens of 
gruelling challenges. 

On New Year’s Day 2011 he started a 


marathon challenge to raise cash for 
Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal, where he was nursed back to 
health. 

He finished the last gruelling 26.2 
mile run in Liverpool on New Year’s 
Eve last year. He has raised £30,000 
and now plans to take part in a 150- 
mile jungle marathon in Vietnam and 
climb Mount Kilimanjaro in October. 

The 26-year-old from Hall Lane, 
Tipton said: “It is only in the very early 


stages, but me and a friend are going to 
run from England to Iraq in 2015.” 

Money will be split between the hos¬ 
pital charity and Walking With The 
Wounded. Karl said the idea was 
formed with fellow participant Jules 
Roberts, 29. They plan to run around a 
marathon a day, starting in England, 
making their way through France, 
Germany, Prague, Serbia, Bulgaria, 
Turkey and then on to Iraq. 


Three jailed for trying to 
export parts of stolen cars

A STORYTELLING cafe that has 
taken place at Wednesbury Library 
for 15 years has been axed due to a 
lack of funding. 

The Traditional Arts Team, a 
Birmingham-based performance 
charity, has been organising the 
events at the Walsall Street library 
since 1998. They attracted audiences 
of up to 120 people. 

Over the years the group has 
arranged for British and internation¬ 
ally-known storytellers to visit to 
recite tales from mythology and 
legend. 


But two weeks ago Sandwell 
Council told broke the news to the 
group it would not be renewing the 
contract. 

Community library manager Sam 
Goode said: “There is another story¬ 
telling cafe called Utter Bearwood, so 
customers can go there instead. 

Dwindled 

“We will continue to put on other 
events.” 

In the past the storytelling events, 
which have taken place two or three 
times a year, have attracted up to 120 


people but the audience has dwin¬ 
dled and recent sessions have 
attracted around 40 people. 

The final event this week, called 
The Stories that Shakespeare 
Forgot, featured 10 stories that 
inspired Shakespeare’s writing. 

Graham Langley, the Traditional 
Arts Team’s artistic director, said: 
“For 15 years the Storytelling Cafe at 
Wednesbury library has been leg¬ 
endary in the storytelling world. 

We have been delighted by the 
support we have received from 
Sandwell Council over the years.” 


THREE men who tried to export stolen car parts 
worth £300,000 from an industrial unit in 
Sandwell have been jailed for a total of 10 years. 

Brothers Golam Merzaj and Yusef Arman, and Ali Raza 
Ahmed, dismantled cars, including Range Rovers and Porsches 
stolen from the Black Country, Staffordshire and elsewhere in 
the UK, and tried to ship them abroad. 


They pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to conceal, disguise, 
remove, transfer and convert 
criminal property. 

The stolen vehicles were 
brought to the unit in Alma 
Street, Smethwick, which was 
run by Merzaj and Arman. 

The cars were carefully dis¬ 
mantled and the expensive 
parts loaded into containers at 
a Birmingham shipping com¬ 
pany owned by Ahmed, who 
organised for them to be 
exported. 

The parts were hidden 
among legitimate scrap 
vehicle parts in the contain¬ 
ers. 

Police first became aware of 
the scam following a tip-off in 
October 2010. They swooped 
on a container at Southamp¬ 
ton docks, and found it packed 
with stolen car parts. 

Arresting 

A 24-hour surveillance 
operation was launched on the 
unit in Smethwick and the 
shipping company on Studley 
Street, Sparkbrook. 

In late November 2010, 
police caught the gang when 
they simultaneously raided 
both premises, arresting 12 
men. 

Last week, Merzaj, aged 32, 
of Queens Close, Smethwick, 
was jailed for four years and 
six months, Ahmed, aged 64, 
of Hazelhurst Road, Kings 
Heath, was jailed for two years 
and Arman also 32, of St 
Stephen’s Road, Portsmouth, 
was given three years and 
three months behind bars. 

The cars were destined for 
sale in the United Arab Emi¬ 
rates, detectives believe. 

Of 21 stolen cars recovered, 
13 had been taken in car key

burglaries, two had been taken 
in terrifying car jackings, and 
six were stolen by other means. 

Detective Constable Scott 
Chivers said criminals across 
the UK knew about the racket. 
Car thieves would steal expen¬ 
sive cars from homes across 
the country and drive them the 
West Midlands for cash.

Man, 20, gets three years for armed raid 


A MAN who pulled a gun on workers 
at Smethwick fish and chip shop 
during a robbery has been locked up 
for three years. 

Trea Richardson and four other 
masked youths burst into the 
Lifestyle Fish Bar, armed with a 
nine-inch knife and an imitation 
firearm. They threatened staff and 
stole about £400. 

The owner of the shop in High 
Street tried to use a chair to fend off 


the attackers, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. But after taking 
the money Richardson kicked out 
and smashed the front window, said 
prosecutor David Lees. 

The owner was struck in the face 
with a stick during the attack. 

Richardson and a 17-year-old boy 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, admitted robbery. 

Phillip Bradley, defending 
Richardson, 20, of no fixed address, 


said his client realised he had to be 
punished for the offence, which took 
place in June 2011. 

Charnjit Jutla, defending the 
youth, said that his client had mixed 
with the wrong crowd and that there 
had been peer pressure. 

Judge Martin Walsh sent Richard¬ 
son to a young offenders’ institute 
for three years and gave the youth 
18 months detention and training. 

He said: “This was a serious 


offence. A small takeaway was sub¬ 
jected to an attack by a group of you. 

“The owner did his best to try and 
resist the robbery and for his pains, 
was the victim of physical violence. 

“The imitation firearm was 
pointed at the owner, who was 
threatened. 

“Another of the group, who has 
not been identified, was in posses¬ 
sion of a knife, which was also used 
to threaten the owner.” 


Carnival Queen hunt 
hit by lack of interest 


AN annual Black Country 
carnival queen competition 
has been cancelled due to a 
lack of interest. 

It is the second time in five years 
Tipton’s Carnival Queen competi¬ 
tion for girls aged 16 and over has 
been pulled due to a lack of entries.

The carnival’s popular procession 
was axed a number of years ago due 
to health and safety laws, but last 
year organisers once again made a 
nod to the tradition by towing a float 
through the town. 

They are expected to do the same 
this year.

THE next phase of the multi¬ 
million pound planned 
restoration of a Sandwell 
park has been approved.

Tributes 
are paid 
to health 
chairman 

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to the former District 
Health Authority chairman- 
who has died aged 92. 

Sir Arthur Hill CBE died 
weeks after the death of his 
wife, Lady Alma Hill. 

The father-of-three, born 
in 1920 and educated at 
Langley High School, 
Oldbury, and Halesowen 
Technical College served in 
Burma, India, the Far East 
and the Middle East with the 
RAF in the Second World 
War. 

He had numerous volun¬ 
tary and community roles 
including as a member of 
Rowley Regis Youth Organi¬ 
sation, Rowley Regis Rotary 
Club and as a school gover¬ 
nor at Halesowen Grammar. 

He was Tory parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Rowley 
Regis and Tipton in 1955 
and Aston in 1970 and PA to 
his wife Alma in her cam¬ 
paign as Tory candidate for 
Walsall South in 1979. 

In 1980, he was awarded a 
CBE and in 1989 a knight¬ 
hood for Walsall District 
Health Authority work. 

He leaves daughters 
Allison and Christine, son 
Stephen and four grandchil¬ 
dren. Stephen Hill today 
paid tribute to his father, 
who died in February. 

Walsall Council leader 
Mike Bird said he was one of 
Walsall’s great gentlemen.

Former butcher is jailed 
for robbing his old firm 


A FORMER Black Country 
butcher involved in the £2,600 
robbery of workers at the firm he 
once worked for, has been sent 
to jail. 

Two employees from the West Bromwich 
branch of Walter Smith were carrying 
takings to a bank when masked men 
pounced, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard last week. 

The man with the cash in a holdall over 
his shoulder was dragged to the ground and 
slightly injured as the bag was grabbed by 
the two robbers in West Bromwich High 
Street, prosecutor Mark Phillips said. 

The pair fled with the money but wit¬ 
nesses got enough of the registration 
number of their getaway car, a Honda Civic, 
for a police patrol to spot it being driven 
towards Great Bridge. 

Officers chased the car until it tried to 
squeeze between two lanes of traffic, hit 
several vehicles and ploughed into a VW 
Golf. 

Two men fled on foot but were later 
arrested while the third man travelling in 
the car was detained at the scene, continued 
Mr Phillips. 

Admit 

David Smith had been sitting in the back 
seat throughout the drama, said Stephen 
Cadwaladr, defending. 

He added: “He had been given a lift to 
West Bromwich by the other men to see the 
mother of his partner. 

“He was dropped off near the agreed 
meeting point but when she did not arrive 
he returned to the vehicle to find the two 
men talking about robbery.” 

Market worker Smith, aged 38, who had 
been employed by Walter Smith until 
January 2004, later told police: “I happened 
to notice two men passing who were 
wearing butchers’ uniforms and carrying a 
bag. I said there may be money there and 
they went to snatch the bag.” 

Two other men have admitted their 
involvement in the crime and are awaiting 
sentence. The stolen cash was found in the 
possession of one of these, the court heard. 

Father-of-two Smith from Vicarage 
Road, West Bromwich, admitted the 
robbery last August and was jailed for two 
years and eight months.

How graffiti put Goldie 
on the road to stardom

An exhibition at The Public 
charts the rise of Goldie 
and the start of Hip Hop.

HE is a renowned actor and DJ, 
but there was a time when 
Goldie was dodging police offi¬ 
cers in a bid to do his graffiti 
work around Wolverhampton. 

Martin Jones, of Sedgley, knew Goldie 
when he was a teenager and the artist 
was a member of the Wolverhampton B- 
Boys hip-hop and break-dancing group. 

Martin was the group’s agent and 
remembers the first time he met Goldie, 
in December 1984. 

“ Goldie was a big bundle of energy and 
I can remember him rushing round, 
getting really excited about his graffiti 
designs on T-shirts,” says Martin, now 
59, of Greenfield View. 

“Then we went on a tour of Wolver¬ 
hampton in a mini-bus and he showed 
me all the sites he had graffitied and I 
was knocked out by the art around the 
Heath Town area - including one in a 
stairway of a multi-storey block of flats. 

Trained 

“He was out every night doing his 
graffiti work and he used to write poems 
to go with every mural, either based on 
his abilities or something more thought¬ 
ful. 

“It was like a game of cat and mouse 
with the police but he knew that if he 
was put inside for his graffiti work he 
would be doing the same thing as soon as 
he got out again.” 

Martin’s memories of Goldie form 
part of a photo exhibition, which is on 
display at The Public in West Bromwich 
until May 6. 

The father-of-two’s photographic 
exhibition, called Zulu Dawn, looks at 


the early years of hip hop. Martin, who 
trained as a teacher at Birmingham 
Polytechnic before he became a youth 
worker in Sandwell, says the exhibition 
follows the formation of the first break- 
dance crews. 

“Images featured in the exhibition 
include photographs of Goldie as a 19- 
year-old breakdancer and graffiti artist, 
travelling to New York to meet his heroes 
in the South Bronx, and dancing in 
Central Park,” he says. 

“He loved his graffiti work and even 
had large murals in his flat in Cherville 
Rise in Heath Town. 

“From around 1985 he was being com¬ 


missioned to do murals. Wolverhampton 
Council asked him to do the one in Heath 
Town and he also did a 40ft mural in 12 
hours for Children in Need. Today he is 
still doing art work and a London gallery 
exhibited the pictures he did recently of 
Olympic athletes including Jessica 
Ennis.” 

Martin began his career as an agent by 
accident. He started as a youth worker at 
Black Patch adventure playground in 
Foundry Lane, Smethwick. 

“It was the worst place I could have 
picked because of the social disadvan¬ 
tage, but it was actually the best place 
because the people were some of the 


most creative and energetic,” he says. “It 
was in May 1983 when a single was 
released called Buffalo Girls and the 
video featured The Rock Steady Crew. 

“Once they appeared on TV it seemed 
like every child wanted to be one of the 
Rock Steady Crew and so we featured a 
competition to find the best body- 
poppers and the best break-dancers in 
the area.” 

That was when the youngsters united 
to form the Ace Squad. 

“We took them out to pubs, clubs and 
city squares to perform and when they 
were about 17 I sent a video of them to 
Central TV - in the video they were 
dressed as skeletons and ghouls,” says 
Martin. 

“The TV station took one look at it and 
set up a three-minute item with the 
group - over night the Ace Squad became 
famous.”

PLANS for a £600,000 visitor centre at the 
Royal Society for the Protection of Birds’ 
Sandwell Valley site have been submitted. 

Bosses at the Great Barr reserve are asking the Heritage 
Lottery for more than £400,000 towards the new centre 
after the old one was destroyed in a 2010 arson attack.

Homes may be part of 
of £30m development 


HOMES may be built as part 
of a long-awaited £30 million 
development in Oldbury - 
originally earmarked just for 
shops and leisure. 

Plans for the 16-acre development 
known as The Junction at Oldbury 
Ringway have been in the pipeline for 
more than a decade, but the project 
has repeatedly stalled. 

Last year the land was taken over 
by retail group Hammerson and 
Sandwell’s deputy council leader said 
the possibility for introducing 
housing at the site was being dis¬ 
cussed. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain said: 
“The new owners have taken over, 
and we are talking to them about 
what they are proposing to do. 

Option 

“We are hoping that in the next 
two to three months a final decision 
could be made, whether they are 
going to submit the new planning 
application, or what they are going to 
do with that piece of land. 

“They will need to submit a new 
planning application and we have the 
other option for housing. Before it 
was only retail but I have said to the 
officers they need to start talking to 
them if they cannot attract big stores, 
about the possibility of housing.” 

In November the council negoti¬ 
ated with Hammerson to sell land for 
the £30m leisure development. Ham¬ 
merson acquired the site along with 
the rest of The Junction Unit Trust’s 
portfolio for £255m in October. 

The council owns 4.3 hectares of 
the development land and the exist¬ 
ing council car park and they had 
been expected to be part of the devel¬ 
opment.

WORK to build a £4 million development of 
eco-friendly timber-framed homes in 
Sandwell is under way, creating at least four 
apprenticeships. 

Almost 40 homes will be built on the site of a former block 
of Sandwell Council-owned maisonettes in Beaconview 


Road, West Bromwich, 
which were demolished 13 
years ago. 

The project is a partner¬ 
ship between the Accord 
Group, the council, and the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency, which has invested 
£883,000 in the scheme. 

The homes will be 
managed by Birmingham 
Co-operative Housing Serv¬ 
ices, part of the Accord 
Group. 

Experience 

The site will have 10 
homes for shared ownership 
(part-buy, part-rent) and 28 
homes for affordable rent - 
for local people who are on 
waiting lists. 

The two, three and four-

“I welcome the building of 
these houses, which will be 
offered to local families in 
need of quality affordable 
housing.” 

The development is set to 
be completed by early 2014.

RESEARCH carried out by 
members of Cheslyn Hay & Dis¬ 
trict Local History Society has 
revealed the interesting life of one 
of the village’s former residents. 

Joseph Baker was born on January 6, 
1876 at his grandparents’ cottage on 
Saredon Road and was the eldest of the 
Bakers’ 15 children. 

His father William was a miner and well- 
known in the local pubs and taverns for his 
loud and overbearing manner. 

Later in life the Bakers moved to Little- 
wood. William, now an overman at the pit, 
was involved in a terrible disaster that left 
him severely injured. 

William would be out of work for at least 
12 months, but luckily the family had been 
involved in religious revivals that had saved 
William from drink. It was his friends at the 
Salem including Rev Thomas Seymour that 
kept the family going. 

He returned to work as a clerk and to sup-

plement his earnings he began to deliver 
fish from the station to the pits. The suc¬ 
cessful business led the family, with help 
from William Crutchley a friend from the 
Salem, to buy a home in Low street and turn 
it in to a shop. The store was such a success 
and it soon became a general store. 

At the age of 10, Joe became involved in 
running the store. Many people at this time 
relied upon credit and once refused at one 
store would often move on to the next. 

To get their money back, Joe, still a young 
man at this stage, took the debtors to 
Walsall’s county court, but it made little dif¬ 
ference and the family was eventually 
forced to sell with more than £400 worth of 
outstanding debt. 

By the age of 12, Joe was down the Plant 
pit earning a shilling a day hauling coal to 
the surface. Out of these wages, he was 
allowed to keep a third which he saved and 
spent on a melodeon and magic lantern. 


He set up a show with friend Dickey Mer¬ 
chant and charged local children a ha’penny 
a time. 

Joe would spend the rest of his life down 
the pit and had two accidents the final one 
crushing his leg forcing him to take up cler¬ 
ical work at Hawkins Colliery office that he 
continued doing until 1946. 

Crush 

It was during his recuperation that Joe 
was visited by his childhood crush Lizzie 
Perks and the two were to marry on Christ¬ 
mas Day 1902, setting up home in Hill 
street. The two would have one child 
Harriet, who would later marry local lad 
Sammy Hycock in 1926. 

In later life, Joe became devoted to the 
village that he lovedm helping out with a 
number of community projects. During the 
Second World War, he served on the parish 
council and was an ARP warden. 

Joe eventually passed away aged 79 on 
March 4, 1955.

£55k restoration of 
Oak House under way

A VITAL £55,000 restoration 
scheme at an historic Black 
Country tourist attraction is 
under way. 

Conservation experts are carrying 
out repairs to West Bromwich’s Oak 
House, centred on a 16th century hor¬ 
izontal beam on which the timber 
frame rests. 

They will also be doing repair work 
and replacing parts of the timber frame 
and the panel infill that have been 
damaged by the failure of the cill beam. 

The work is being done to rectify 


poor quality work done decades ago at 
the black and white building on Oak 
Road. 

Museum manager Frank Caldwell 
said: “Repair work is taking place at 
the back of the Oak House to repair 
poor quality work that was done in the 
1950s and 1960s. We are replacing it all 
with a view for that to become part of 
the visitor attraction.” 

The works are separate to the £1.25 
million restoration of the museum. 
Under the revamp two buildings will 
be renovated. The first is a 17th 
Century timber-framed stable block in 


the grounds, which will host exhibi¬ 
tions. The second is a barn, dating back 
to the 1800s which will be developed as 
a shop, cafe, classroom and community 
room. Servants quarters in the house 
itself will be restored and opened to vis¬ 
itors for the first time. 

It is hoped that the overall improve¬ 
ments will see visitor figures increase 
by around 30,000 people a year. 

Oak House dates back to 1590 and is 
thought to have been named after a 
large tree which stood in front of the 
house.

Pc Potts said in a letter: “There have 
been numerous late night/early 
morning noise and nuisance com¬ 
plaints from local residents and a noise 
abatement order is in force at the 
premises.” 

He said that at the last temporary 
event, which attracted no official 
objections, a call was made by a 16- 
year-old girl at 3.11am fearful for her 
safety. 

The relationship between bosses 
and police had broken down, and he 
felt the pub was not promoting licens¬ 
ing objectives. Police would also object 
to further temporary applications. 

Committee chairman Councillor 
Peter Allen said said: “We heard that 
the last time there was a temporary 
event, there were some problems, so 
felt that it was not appropriate to grant 
permission for the temporary event. 

“This was due to the pub already 
facing a review of its licence, but also 
problems highlighted by the police.”

Bill's butcher shop serves 
up success for 75 years

AN Oldbury butcher shop has 
been celebrating its 75th anniver¬ 
sary. 

Bowketts of Oldbury in Wolverhampton 
Road, was opened on March 8, 1938. On 
April 19, in an upstairs room, Bill Bowkett 
was born. 

Bill followed his father into the trade and 
since taking the shop over at the age of 35, 
took from being a small store to being a 
multi-award winner. 

In 1991 the shop became Supreme 
National Sausage Champion and Bill 
received the award from Carry On and Eas- 
tEnders star Barbara Windsor. 

Bill’s father, William, took up the trade in 
Cleobury Mortimer when he was 16 before 
buying the Oldbury shop with his brother 
Sam. 

Bill, now 74, said: “I was killing and feath¬ 
ering chickens when I was five, and I started 
delivering on my bicycle when I was 12 - but 
my dad told me to tell the copper I was 14 if 
I got caught. 

Customers 

“Then I started working in the shop when 
I was 14, and I took it over from my dad 
when he retired.” 

The only time Bill had away from the shop 
was when he did National Service at 18 for 
two years - and even then he was camp 
butcher, picking up cookery skills he took 
into the store and is still using today. 

Bill said part of the reason for the shop’s 
survival was its homemade faggots, which 
they still serve today, with peas and gravy - 
customers used to take their own jugs to the 
shop so they could take their meals away. 

His father stayed at home during the war 
as an air raid precautions warden, but Sam 
went abroad to fight. On his return did not 
want to go back into butchery, so Bowketts 


Brothers became Bowketts of Oldbury. 
Since then, and since Bill took over from his 
father, the firm has developed a national 
reputation with customers coming from as 
far away as Cornwall. 

It has won so many awards for its home¬ 
made products that Bill has given up enter¬ 
ing competitions “to give others a chance”. 

One of his highlights during his time at 
the shop was when he won his first National 
Federation of Food Traders award at the 
NEC in Birmingham in 1986 for his pork 
and leek sausage. 

He said: “We had won a few bits and pieces 


previously to that, but that was the first big 
award. We also won the Meat and Livestock 
Commission low fat sausage competition in 
Milton Keynes around the same time. We 
still make that sausage today. 

Sausage 

“It got to the point where we were 
winning every year, and it got a bit boring to 
be honest, so we decided to leave it to 
someone else about 10 years ago.” 

Today the store employs 20 people, and 
serves at least 25 different types of sausage 
at any one time, as well as homemade pork 


carvery, seven days a week. 

A second store was briefly opened in 
Quinton, but that was closed five years later 
to concentrate on the Oldbury store. 

Bill and wife Maureen, 72, have five chil¬ 
dren and 12 grandchildren. He travels from 
Kidderminster every day. 

There was no big celebration for the 75th, 
as there were big ! dos’ for the 50th, 60th and 
65th celebrations. 

Bill added: “I didn’t think I would be here 
for the 75th to be honest.”

T hese days, you’d be hard 

pushed to find anyone who isn’t 
a fan of The Great British Bake 
Off. 

Something about the gentle, kindly 
nature of the show, and its judges 
Mary Berry and Paul Hollywood, 
serves as the perfect antithesis to the 
veritable glut of talent shows that 
dominate the schedules with their 
frequently barbed, scathing 
comments which seem designed to 
give contestants a nervous 
breakdown. 

Things never get too personal in the 
safety of the Bake Off kitchen, and 
although Paul has been known to set 
the odd bottom lip wobbling when he’s 
deemed a bake too uneven or a 
bottom too soggy, on the whole his 
and Mary’s criticisms are well received 
- after all, they are experts in their 
field. 

So, there are few pairings better 
placed to offer a masterclass on 
baking than these two. 

They gave us a helping hand last 
Christmas when they provided top tips 
on everything from perfect puds to 
mega mince pies, and now they’re 


back with The Great British Bake Off 
Easter Masterclass (BBC2, 8pm), to 

help us cope with the trials and 
tribulations that Easter baking 
represents. 

The kids are at home for a fortnight, 
and the grown-ups get a four-day 
weekend, so it’s the perfect time to get 
busy in the kitchen. 

However, there’s always a few 
pitfalls to avoid, as well as a few 
expert tips that really, if you’ll excuse 
the expression, put the icing on the 
cake - and here, Mary and Paul 
explain them all. 

They give step-by-step instructions, 
including easy to follow 
demonstrations of some of their 
favourite seasonal recipes, giving us 
all the best possible chance of 
replicating their successes. 

Among the treats on offer are 
perfect hot cross buns, without which 
no Easter would truly be complete. 

Another traditional treat for the time 
of year is simnel cake, a light fruitcake 
traditionally enjoyed after Lent, for 
which the pair have a sumptuous 
recipe. So far, so good, but this is 
Easter - where is the chocolate? 


Well, there’s a guide to creating 
delicious chocolate custard tarts - 
perfect for using up any spare bits of 
Easter Eggs that may be lying around 
(although that’s not usually too much 
of an issue for many households). 

Also on the menu is a zingy and 
refreshing lemon meringue nest 
serves as the perfect accompaniment 
to the rich cuisine on offer. 

With all these sweet treats to 
sample, one might be worried about 
piling on the pounds - but you only 
have to look at Mary to know that 
striking a balance isn’t impossible. 

As she told the Guardian recently, 
“It’s all about things in moderation. 

I do eat a good portion all the way 
through the Bake Off - because 
they’ve taken the trouble to make 
something, their parents are watching, 
and they want to see me have a 
proper slice. 

The next day I’m pretty careful. I do 
try to eat lots of salads and healthy 
foods. 

But cakes are healthy too - you just 
eat a thin slice. There’s a lot of cheer 
in a cake.”

Stoke’s Steven Nzonzi challenges Claudio Yacob at the Britannia Peter Odemwingie is left to rue a missed Baggies chance 


Stoke 0 Albion 0 


ONE day in the future, Albion and 
Stoke will serve up a classic. 

But, for the time being, Baggies fans will 
have to content themselves with small 
crumbs of comfort when it comes to battling 
with the Potters, writes Steve Madeley. 

Last season, Roy Hodgson’s side finally 
ended the 30-year hoodoo that had so frus¬ 
trated Albion supporters on trips to the red 
and white half of the Potteries. 

And on Saturday, Steve Clarke’s men pro¬ 
vided further evidence that, while clashes 
between these sides still make for painful 
viewing, the days when the Baggies were 
battered into submission at the Britannia 
Stadium are gone. 

The sight of their side standing toe-to-toe 
with Tony Pulis’s men and refusing to give 
an inch must have cheered travelling Albion 
fans, who had little to smile about in enter¬ 
tainment terms from a thoroughly forget¬ 
table game on a damp and windy afternoon. 

Surprise 

The pattern of the match was utterly pre¬ 
dictable, given that Baggies and Potters fans 
have seen the same script played out count¬ 
less times in recent years. 

It was a dull, uneventful, attritional affair 
lacking in any fluidity that looked destined 
from the opening few minutes to result goal¬ 
less. 

In fact, it ended without a meaningful 
save from either Stoke keeper Asmir 
Begovic or Baggies counterpart Ben Foster 
and the only surprise, in the light of recent 
Albion heartbreaks in the fixture, was that 
Pulis’s men did not snatch something out of 
nothing to leave Clarke and Co pointless and 
frustrated. 

They had one chance to deliver their cus¬ 
tomary sucker-punch to the Baggies’ jaw 
when substitute Kenwyne Jones failed to 
make clear contact with a decent chance late 
in stoppage time. 

But that, after 93 minutes of virtually 


unbroken tedium, was the best chance of a 
game that was a dead cert to be last up on 
Match of the Day and was a little fortunate 
to make it into the final edit at all. 

For Albion, however, there was one big 
positive to cling to from a flat afternoon as 
their side, led by colossal centre-backs 
Gareth McAuley and Jonas Olsson and 
aided by the tenacious Claudio Yacob, made 
it clear throughout that they are soft 
touches no longer. 

Since the clubs were promoted together 
from the Championship in 2008, Stoke’s 
strong-arm approach to Premier League 
survival has flown in the face of the Baggies’ 
progressive methods under a series of man¬ 
agers. 

Yet the teams of Tony Mowbray and 
Roberto Di Matteo were too often barged 
aside by Pulis’s battering ram and even the 
current England boss, who did so much to 


remove the soft underbelly that had previ¬ 
ously held back the Baggies’ Premier 
League progress, found the Potters an 
extremely tough nut to crack. 

But Hodgson’s men claimed a landmark 
victory last season after another ugly spec¬ 
tacle and, while Clarke’s charges had to 
settle for a single point at the weekend, they 
underlined the fact that the solid perform¬ 
ance of 12 months earlier was not a one-off.
